According to Dr. Bill Johnson, 
State Public Health Veterinarian, 
“This follows the four-to five-year 
cyclical trend observed when 
wildlife rabies becomes established. 

The southeastern corner of the 
state had the most rabies cases, fol- 
lowing a long established patter\n. 
However, rabies is occurring more 
often in other areas bordering sur- 
rounding states. In Coffee County, 
this year, there have been seven 
confirmed cases - five raccoons and 
2 bats. ; 

The summer months are challeng- 
ing for officials responsible for 
rabies control. Not only is school 
out and more outdoor activities are 
taking place, but young wild ani- 
mals are beginning to explore and 
investigate the world. These 
adorable-looking animals provide 
the opportunity for a deadly attrac- 
tion - rabies. 

Any wild animal that suddenly 
appears friendly, docile or 
approaches humans should be con- 
sidered suspect of being infected 
and should be avoided. Nocturnal 
(nighttime) animals such as rac- 
coons that are active in the day 
should also be suspected of having 
rabies 

Vaccination of domestic dogs and 
cats against rabies remains the best 
method of providing a protective 
bulfer between wildlife rabies and 
humans, State law requires that 
dogs and cats three months of age 
and older receive rabies vaccina- 
tions each year. 

Officials warn the public not to 
approach stray or unknown animals, 
wildlife and bats.

Former JPO sues county for $1.5 million

A $1.5 million lawsuit has been 
filed against Coffee County by 
former juvenile probation officer. 

Eva McGrath, through her attor- 
ney Paul Young of Enterprise, has 
named the Coffee County 
Commission as a defendant citing 
wrongful termination. The lawsuit 
contends that she was “unjustifiably 
and wrongfully terminated...with- 
out substantive and procedural due 


process” as provided for in the 
Coffee County Employee 
Handbook. 


According to public accounts, 
Ms. McGrath was terminated from 
her job as a probation officer by 
District Judge Steve Blair who is 
responsible for overseeing the activ- 
ities of juvenile probation officers. 
She was relieved of her duties on or 
about November 5, 1998 by Judge 
Blair. No legal action has been filed 
naming him as a defendant in the 
matter. 

Ms. McGrath was terminated 
from her job shortly after she was 
replaced as chief probation officer 
by Gary Watson. All these events 
took place after a state audit 
revealed funds missing and Judge 


Blair restructured the Juvenile 
Office and instituted accounting 


procedures to ensure that it did not 
happen again. The judge personally 
replaced the more than $1,500.00 
which were unaccounted for. 

Officials with the county com- 
mission were not aware that they 
were a position to hire or fire 
juvenile probation officers since 
they have never been involved in 
the process, This has always been 
the responsibility of the sitting dis- 
trict judge, 

In response to a request from Ms, 
McGrath for a grievance hearing 
before the commissioners, County 
Attorney Kenneth Fuller notified 
her that such a hearing had been 
denied since she was “not a county

petition for a declaratory judg 
ment to allow the court to decide the 
issue. That petition was filed on 
December 17, 1998 

According to court records, the 
petition was not acted on until June 
18 after it was assigned to Circuit 
Judge Gary L. MeAliley at which 
time he recused himself. 

The following are excerpts from 
Judge McAliley’s order in response 
to the commission’s petition. 

“The undersigned [Judge 
McAliley] is firmly of the opinion 
that Eva McGrath, for in excess of 
fifteen years has been THE hardest 
working, most unselfServing, HON- 
EST and dedicated Coffee County, 
Alabama employee. The under- 
signed has heard the reasons pub- 
licly stated her termination 
However, the undersigned also is 
firmly of the opinion that Eva 
McGrath was terminated for other 
improper reasons/motivations by 
Coffee County District 
Steven Blair 

“Having served as a Judge in this 
Circuit for in excess of 22 years, the

undersigned is firmly of the opinion 
that Eva McGrath, AT THE TIME 


OF HER TERMINATION, was _a

has knowledge of the parties and 
some of the facts and personal moti- 
vations, the undersigned [himself] is 
without a doubt predisposed and 
should not hear or decide this case.” 
With that. he recused himself from 
the case. 

Also, Circuit Judge Thomas Head 
and Presiding Circuit Judge Bill 
Barr have recused themselves from 
hearing the matter.

Perry Hooper to assign a judge to

A second 
test is scheduled for Sept, 9.

PEANUT DISEASE 


SPRAYS

Sprays for diseases are probably the 
most critical for most peanut fields 
right now. This article was written by 
Ron Weeks, one of our Auburn 
University Peanut Specialist. 

Sprays for disease are probably the 
most critical for most fields right now, 
Early leafspot is being seen on lower 
canopy leaves and with frequent rain 
events will continue to pose a high risk. 
Reducing the rates of recommended 
fungicides or expanding (> l4day) 
application schedules in order to save 
money during this period of the season 
is not a wise disease management deci- 
sion. Most peanut fields, unless coming 
out of a long term grass rotation, have a 
history of white mold. July and August 
are the key times for white mold activ- 
ity in peanuts and therefore our appli- 
cations of fungicides are targeted for 
this period. 

Folicur, Abound, and Monocut will 
effectively control while mold. Folicur 
and Abound also are effective for 
leafspot. Folicur should be applied at 
7.2 oz. of product per acre for 4 con- 
secutive applications. Abound should 
be applied at 18.5 oz. of product per 
acre in two applications separated by a 
leafspot spray. Monocat itself does not 
control leafspot so an additional 
leafspot material must be added. 

Montero is a new product sold as a 
package for use on either 4 or 5 acres of 
peanuts. Montero contains one pack of 
Monocut and a pack of Tilt for leafspot 
in the box container. Montero is labeled 
for 2 to 3 applications with a leafspot 
spray In between each. It Tilt or Tilt 
Plus chlorothalonil fungicide has been 
used for early sprays, and Montero is 
being used for white mild control, then 
the leafspot sprays between the 
Montero should be the maximum rec- 
ommended rates of chlorothalonil 
fungicide to prevent leafspot resis- 
tance development.
